Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-8, 10-13 and 15-17 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish a dielectric layer, an electrically conductive copper containing layer and a barrier layer 
separating the dielectric layer from the copper containing layer comprising a silicon oxide layer 
doped with divalent ion dopant where the ratio of dopant ions to silicon oxide molecules adjacent 
to the copper layer is within the range from 1:2 to 1:6.
